options.

Revenues: 5% of Comcast Cable’s gross revenues, the statutory 

maximum approximately $1,000,000. 

County Channel: Comcast will provide the County with access to a cable 
channel upon the County’s request.

Capital Grant: Comcast will provide the County with a capital grant to 

assist in funding the equipment necessary to establish the 
County channel. 

This grant will be funded through a Public, Educational and 
Governmental (P.E.G.) Capital Fee of $0.35 per month per 
subscriber for the first twelve months of the franchise 
agreement. 

In addition to the above, the County has negotiated improved reporting and 
auditing provisions of gross revenues and the strengthening of the County's 
remedies in the event of defaults.
